In  the  Primary  department  several  charm¬ 
ing  recitations  were  made  by  the  young¬ 
est  pupils,  from  five  to  eight  years  of  age. 
some  of  whom  evinced  surprising  imita¬ 
tive  and  conceptive  powers.  The  most 
meritorious  of  these  prioiary  scholars  re¬ 
ceived  presents  of  books  aud  playthings. 
Trustee  KicharJs,  with  a  witty  word  or  a 
kind  lemark  for  each,  most  happily  bestow¬ 
ed  this  gi.ts,  the  last  of  which  was  a  silver 
half  dollar  for  a  bright  little  fellow  who  had 
been  “so  many  tides'’  at  fcho  head  of  his 
class. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  these  interesting 
exercise*  in  the  primary  rooms,  those  of 
the  higher  department  took  place,  at  ten 
o’clock,  consisting  of  singing,  declamation, 
reading,  etc.
